Washington. A Congressional 
Budget Office report has been

MORE LAND 
FOR THE JAPANESE? 

Honshu, the main Island to the 
Japanese Archipelago, is not 
submerging but is slowly rising 
above tho level of the Pacific 
Ocean. This conclusion, which 
refutes an earlier hypothesis, 
was made by a group of Japane- 
se scientists, headed by the oce- 
anographer Professor Hlnzo Ka- 
garni. It Is based on analyses of 
soil samples taken at different 
depths from tho seabed and on 
drill probes carried out from the 
research vessel, the ''Glomar 
Challenger", oft the northern 
and southern Pacific coast of 
Honshu. It was noted lhat at cer- 
tain depths an entire layer of 
the earth's crust which In the 
scientists' view should have 
been formed three to fourteen 
million yean ago, was absent. 
During the sample drilling, It 
was established that the rise of 
the seabed is most conspicuous 
off the south-west Pacific coast 
of the Island. 

BRAIN CELL TRANSPLANT 

The National Institute of Men- 
tal Health in the USA Is experi- 
menting In the transplantation of 
brain cells, It has transplanted 
nervous cells from felus of a 
mouse to tbe head of an adult 
animal suffering from a form of 
Parkinson's disease. Tba rodent's 
condition improved. Similar tests 
have elso been carried out at 
Rochester University, although 
with tha purpose of treating 
diabetes. 

It to hoped that the tests will 
result in the discovery of effec- 
tive cures for Parkinson's disease, 
and other ailments,

Education in the Far North 


There Is no profession more 
respected in the Far North than 
I that of the schoolteacher. 
Teachers have won this reputa- 
tion by selfless work. A few de- 
cades ego none of the minor 
nationalities in the North had 
an alphabet of their own. After 
the 1017 October Revolution 
thousands of teachers from 
various regions of the country 
'rent to the Norlh. They were 
later replaced by teachers 
drawn from the local popula- 
tion. The first local Intellectuals 
chose fo he schoolteachers. 
They wore educated In Moscow, 
Leningrad, Sverdlovsk, and nt 
the leach ere* f raining colleges 
which opened In Hie Norlh, In 
the niId-19708. 

More Ilian 00 per cent of the 
teachers In this area are now 
locals. With (he help or Rus- 
sian linguists alphabets have 
been created for most ot the 
28 peoples living ■ In the Far 
Norlh and ranch attention Is 
paid to tho teaching of native 
language and literature. 

Over the 1070s the schools In 
the Far North completed the 
transition lo a general 10-year 
education for all, la line with 
tho other schools in our coun- 
try, Problems remain however 
arising out of the peculiarities

Medlctoal peonies 
in commercial production 

Commercial production of 
medicinal peonies has begun 
at Uie Frunze ornamental gar- 
dening state farm. In Kirghizia. 
This rare and valuable plant 
normally grows tn mountain 
meadows. 

The farm will produce as many 
plants la a year as It now takes 
several years to collect In the 
mountains. Pharmaceutical fac- 
tories will Increase their produc- 
tion of the medicinal peony tinc- 
ture which is much In demand 
and In use as a tranquilizer and 
an anaesthetic.

MORE OIL FROM

A new exploration well In the 
Caspian Sea In the Azerbaijan 
republic has been connected to 
the main gas pipeline. The well 
has been drilled at the April 2B 
oil Held. The shaft to the mine 
well, which Is 3.GQ0 metres deep, 
has enabled prospectors to deter- 
mine the amount of oil In the 
soil and to start commercial dril- 
ling. 

Although only three wells 
have been drilled to dale, the 
amount of oil they yield is no 
less than that derived from some 
ground-based wells. They have 
all been drilled from stationary 
plartonns. 

The April 2B oil field Is of 
great importance In prospecting 
for oil on the continental shelf.

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GRIOGENICS FOR 
IMPROVED ROAD-MAKING 

Scientists from the city of 
Kharkov have invented a 
method for manufacturing 
tarmac at very low tempera- 
tures, The tarmac has already 
been used on an experimental 
stretch of road between Kliar- 
kov and Sumy. 

By adding shredded rubber 
from old car tyres to tho tradi- 
tional asphalt-concrete mixture 
the road surface is Improved: It 
becomes more elastic, and long- 
lasting. The new tarmac Is im- 
pervious to sharp changes In 
temperature and to severe frosts. 
Tyres grip better on the surface 
anti this makes driving easier 
and safer. 

Tho tarmac can also ha used 
to repair roads. This Is tho first 
result of the "Azot" programme, 
which envisages the use ot crio- 
gonlcs In different branches of 
the national economy. The pro- 
gramme Is being implemented 
by sclentlsls from the Low- 
Temperature Physics and Chem- 
istry Institute at the Ukrainian 
Academy of Sciences. 

SUN WILL FUEL BUS 

An unusual minibus bos ap- 
pc-irnd In tile streets n[ Ashkha- 
bad, capital of the Turknmnla. 
Its roof carries n miniature 
700-watt solar power plant. 

Tim solar energy Is converted 
Into electricity which keeps the 
nickel-zinc storage batteries in 
the bus constantly charged. The 
bus starts off smoothly and 
travels noiselessly. Developing 
speeds of up to 50 kph, It does 
not produce any exhaust fumes 
which could pollute the air. A 
full charge on the batteries al- 
lows the vehicle to run up to 
100 kilometres. 

This experimental model has 
emerged as a result of research 
and development by Turkmenian 


scientists who specialize In solar 
technologies. They are staff 
members of a laboratory at tha 
All-Union Scientific Research 
Instltuto of Electrical Sources. 
The location of tho experiment, 
Turkmenia, is not accidental, as 
this republic has 240 days ol 
clear weather a year, or more 
than any other place In the 
country. 

In the dayllmo, the batteries 
are kopt constantly charged 
creating no problems for the 
driver. At night, they can be 
recharged at a special station 
now on blueprints. At the sta- 
tion, also, solar energy Is con- 
verted by photoelectric cells and 
fed to big storage batteries. Such 
Installations can be used in 
areas without Turkmenia's 
generous sun. 

SEAWEED BREAD 

On the shores of the White 
Sea they treat you to light, tasty 
bread which also lias medicinal 
properties, Tills Is because a 
pinch of dried seaweed, taken 
from tho bottom of tho sea, has 
been added to It. Tim age old 
raclpa for Solovlsl bread has 
now been revived by takers 
working for tho Severodvinsk 
bread combine. 

Tills autumn moro than 500 
tonnes of this valuable under* 
water plant were dispatched to 
the Arkhangelsk sen wood fac- 
tory. 

Seaweed gatherers are now 
equipped with ilp-tu rhilo to,., Is, 
as. for Instance, the catamaran 
which drags a flexible steel rib- 
bun ot special knives to cut tho 
weed. 

Mechanized seaweed harvest- 
ing demands new processing 
technology. Despite the ap- 
proaching |co season on tho 
White Sea the Arkhangelsk 
seaweed factory will continue to 
operate until tha r.exl harvest. 

In the rectory's huge sheds they 
dry sea wands, and other sea 
vegetables. Besides being added 
to bread and pastry, these sea 
plants are also of use In tha 
textile and pharmaceutical in- 
dustries. 


GOLD APPLE FOR SUZDAL 


Suzdal occupies a leading place 
among star tourist cities. This 
was the conclusion reached by 
delegates attending the Congress 
of the International Federation 
of Tourism Journalists and Wri- 
ters, FIJET, which has ended la 
Portugal.. They awarded the Fe- 
deration's coveted Gold Apple 
prize for 1082 to our unique city 
museum for the achievements in 
preserving and restoring Its an- 


cient monuments and for making 
them available to the tourist 
trade. Tha prize was also awar- 
ded for the outstanding contribu- 
tion made by Suzdal to the de- 
velopment of this type of cultu- 
ral exchange. This is the first 
time that Suzdal has won the 
Gold Apple.

We have, therefore, de- 
signed a vehicle which consists 
of two separate units which can 
be easily detached from each 
other, and our efforts have re- 
sulted In a high-quality road 
tanker. POur such vehicles have 
undergone successful tests in 
the USSR with the KamAZ 
chassis having shown high stan- 
dards of performance. Today, 
we are examining possibilities 
for exporting our joint road 
tanker to other countries.
